The truth is that the economic 
conditions of the whole world have 
been badly shaken. 


The Grentest Crisis in History. 


Just as the Great War was on a 
scale unprecedented in history, 80 
the present depression, which in 
properly to be regarded os the 
great post-war crisis is on a 
greater scale than ever before. 

Thia inevitably means that 
Britain is seriously affected by the 
depressed conditions prevailing in 
every quarter, both inside and out- 
side the Empire; for o larger pro- 
portion of-our population is engag- 
ed in producing goods for exchange 
or in rendering services to foreig- 
ners In various ways, ¢.g., by act. 
ing as their bankers or ‘merchants 
or by carrying their goods over the 
seas, than fp the case jn any other 


jcountry.

The Depression of Our Markets, 


The world depression has hit us 
.a every one of our international 
activities. ‘

millions; second, the United States

In the circumstances — thero {s 
little doubt that many forcignors 
will play for anfety and take their 
money out of England until the 
rocket {8 over. 

But whereas the present demand 
for foreign currency is for compara- 
tively small and manageable 
amounts, the total which forcigners 
|are still entitled to withdraw runs 
into hundreds of millions, while, if 
British investors were seriously 
frightened, the amount that. they 
might attempt to place abroad 
would run Inte thousands of 
millions.. The present reserve at 
our disposal will not stand any. ad- 
ditional strain. 


Good Wil of Labour Essential. 


A second reason is that, whethor 
we-have an election or not, it is in- 
concelvable that we can take the 
ateps that may be required to tide 
over the present criais without tne 
good will of the mass of organised 
Inbour in this country.

He pledged unfailing ‘support 
to the Nanking Government an 
anid he had full confidence in the 
Foreign Ministry at Nanking in 
connexion with the affair. 

Ife urged his hearers to con- 
tinue a non-resistance policy and 
to refrain from any form of riot- 
ing, “The slightest retaliation by 
the Chinese would afford the 
Japanese a substantial excuse for 
further aggression,” declared the 
young Marshal, who asked the 
meeting to await the decision of 
the Lengue of Nations. 


Feng’s Offer. 


Marshal Feng Yu-halang and 
General Shih Yu-shan have tele- 
graphed to the Nanking and Pek- 
ing administrations offering their 
full military: support for the de- 
fence of China. Marshal Feng 
Yu-hsiang says that he is willing 
to die to save China from foreign 
occupation, 

To strengthen the defenves of 
the frontier, the authorities are 
enlisting new troops.-—Rensha. 


British Investigation. 


Veking, Oct. 12. 

The members of the Brit'ah 
Tevation who haye.been -sent to 
make an unofficial investigation, 
representing Sir Miles Lampson, 
passed throygh Chinchow on 
Saturday evening and examined 
the damage caused by the Japan- 
ese acrial tombardment. They 
will visit Mukden and Changchun 
and expect to return to Peking 
on Wednesday with their reports 
which will be sent to the British 
representatives at Geneva.— 
Renshe. 


British Version of Chinchow. 


. Geneva, Oct. 11. 

A telegram received from the 
British Government dated Peking, 
October 9, states: The British 
Consul!-General at Tientsin has 
been informed that the University 
buildings at Chinchow, which is 
at present the seat of the Provin- 
cial Government, were bombed by 
twelve Japanese acroplanes at 
1.30 p.m. yesterday. 

The message adds: Between 
thirty and forty bombs are report- 
ed to have been dropped. <A 
foreign engineer of the Peking- 
Mukden Railway states that the 
locomotive shed at Chinchow was 
struck and five men were killed 
and fifteen wounded.—Reuter.

Canton, Oct. LL. 

Thanks to the precautions taken 
by the Police, after receipt of In- 
formation that Communist cle- 
menta planned to créaté “distur- 
banees in Canton there wra only 
one acrious riot on Natinnal Dav.
